Mr. Conmee has had his 
day in provincial politics, and his 
share in bringing disyrace and de- 
struction to the Ross povernment. 
He has transterred his influence to 
Ottawa, and now obtains for his 
province the humiliation of stand- 
ing alone as unfit to control it- 
own tranchise and registration.
